Tony - have your rigs been converted to LOCTAL ?? Loctals have a funny 
center pin and small diameter pins - I haven't ever seen then used for 
anything other than 7-series (7V6 etc) tubes by Philco. 


The standard Ranger, Valiant, etc (and I'm pretty sure 6N2 as well but I'd 
have to go into the basement to be 100% sure) uses the 9-pin octal (well I 
guess it can't be an octal with 9 pins, but it is the same size shape etc 

as an octal but with 9 pins instead of 8).

You are right Nick! It is the 9-pin octal. I've always called them 
loctals, but as I (finally) look at a diagram, I see that you are right. 
I think they are call Noval sockets. 


All that said, I haven't ever seen or seen reference to a ready-made cable 
from Johnson, so you'll to make your own from a 9-pin socket (hooks to 6N2) 
and a 9-pin plug (hooks to Ranger). I'll check the junque-box and let you know 
what I find - I see ‘em at hamfests every now and then and pick a couple up 

if they are reasonable.

There's a cable described in my 6N2 manual and it appeared that it came 

with it. But as I read it again (it's in front of me), they probably 

just supplied the plugs (P3 & P4) and a 5 foot piece of 3-conductor shielded 
cable (W114).

Go ahead and use rub-on lettering. I have seen a Collins KWS-1 (yes, 
that's right, a KWS-1) redone in such rub-on lettering. The person who 
did the restoration did such an outstanding job that when that fact was 
pointed out to me, I was surprised (and on a krinkle-finish at that!). 
You can clearcoat the lettering with certain types of coat that doesn't 


attact the finish (but right now I'm at a loss to remember what it was). 
But yes, it can be done, but be sure to do it right! Hope that helps.
